"BUILDING" 


In  the  year  192  3  Eel  River  and  Perry  Townships  completed  an 
important  project,  building  the  first  school  unit  of  the  newly  formed 
consolidation.  This  made  Eel  River-Perry  School  one  of  the  bigger 
and  better  rural  schools  of  Northeastern  Indiana. 

Continued  growth  resulted  in  further  expansion.  In  19  36  the  new 
gym  and  six  additional  classrooms  were  added,  A  new  surge  of  home 
building  resulted  in  our  adding  still  another  unit  to  the  1923  and 
1936  additions. 

We  now  have  40  classrooms,  34  teachers,  950  pupils,  20  bus 
drivers,  and  several  janitors  in  our  organization.  Our  school 
population  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  100  pupils  each  year. 

We  are  at  present  the  largest  two-township  rural  consolidated 
school  in  the  state  of  Indiana.  At  the  present,  we  are  standing 
inspection  for  a  first-class  commission  from  the  state.
